As per G. O. (Rt.) No. 1602| 76 |LBR dated 15-12-1976 this industrial 
dispute has been referred for adjudication to this court by the Government 
of Kerala under Section 10 ( 1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 . 
The issue referred for adjudication is Denial of work to Shri Prabhakaran, 
Tapper by one Shri Kunjukrishna Pillai of Piravanthoor who is said to be 
his employer . The General Secretary of the Punalur Estate Workers Union 
which will be hereinafter referred to as the Union represents the workmen 
of the Estate.

The Union 

has filed a claim statement advancing the 

following 
contentions :- Shri Prabhakaran had been employed as a tapper by one 
Sri Kunjukrishna Pillal from 1st March 1974. He is the owner of the estate 
known as " Kannamkara Estate" at Piravanthoor. He was discharging his 
duties faithfully and continuously from that date . As the employer was not 
giving him the minimum wages stipulated by law , the workman made com 
plaint about it to the Labour Department Authorities. The Assistant Labour 
Officer , Punalur convened a conference but no settlement could be reached . 
The opposite party thereafter denied employment to the workman with 
effect from 1-3-1976 in an attempt to victimise him for having complained 
to the authorities regarding non -payment of minimum 

wages . Sri 
Prabhakaran may be reinstated with full back wages. 


. 


The opposite party has filed a written statement making the following 
averments . The opposite party is not holding or possessing 

any estate 
known 

as " Kannamkaral . He has only an extent of 7412 cents of land 
wherein rubber is planted but he had never employed Sri Prabhakaran as 
a tapper under him . The opposite party had no permanent tapper for the 
few rubber trees belonging to him . Till 1976 the rubber trees in his plot 
were being tapped by Shri Chandrasekharan Pillai and Shri Radhakrishna 
Pillai. Thereafter on their refusal to work for him he had employed one 
Pankajakshan as his tapper. Shri Prabhakaran was doing tapping work for 
one Vasudevan Pillai and one Sivaraman Asari and one Devarajan during 
the pertiod mentioned in the claim statement and also subsequently. 
Sri Prabhakaran is not entitled to the relief claimed by him . 


Shri Prabhakaran , the workman was examined on behalf of the union 
while MWs1 to were examined for the apposite party. Exts. Mi to M3 
were also marked. 

The points for decision are: 
1 Whether Sri Prabhakaran was a workman under the opposite party 

as claimed ? 
2 If so, whether the oppositie party has denied him employment ? 
3 Reliefs and Costs ?, 
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Point 1. - WW1 is Sri Prabhakaran . He has deposed that the opposite 
party was the owner of a rubber estate situated at Kannamkara Purayidom 
in Kamukumcherry , that he had been employed by the opposite party as a 
rubber tapper in that estate from 1-3-1974, that he had been continuously 
employed in that capacity till 31-1-1976 and that when he reported for duty 
on 1-3-1976 at the commencement of the season , he was told by the opposite 
party that he need not attend to his work as he had joined the union and 
that thereafter he was denied employment by the opposite party. He has 
further deposed that he had represented to the union that he was not being 
paid the minimum wages prescribed by law , that subsequently there was a 
conference of both parties at the instance of the Assistant Labour Officer 
and that it was thereafter that he was denied employment. Though the 
union had cited 2 other witnesses to be examined on its behalf, they were 
not examined . The oppositie party has been examined as MW1. He has 
sworn that as per Ext. Mi a Dhananishchayadaram of 1969 executed by his 
father, he became entitled to 7012 cents of land that out of this he sold 
10 cents in 1973 to his brother as per the document Ext. M2, that there were 
rubber trees and other trees in the remaining 6042.cents, that he had 
employed one Valiyavila Gangadharan to tap his trees and that he had not 
employed the petitioner at any time as the tapper. According to him 
Sri Prabhakaran was a tapper in the portion of the property allotted under 
Ext. M1 to his brother Vasudevan Pillai. MW4 Sri Vasudevan Pillai has 
spoken in corroboration of MWsl s evidence. MW2 one Sri Gangadharan 
has deposed that he was tapping 200 rubber trees in MW1 s property . 
MW3 Sri Rajan, who claims to be residing one furlong away from Kannamkara 
Purayidom has deposed that it was MW2 who was working for MWI and that 
WW1 was being employed by MW4 Sri Vasudevan Pillai. 

The burden of proving that ww1 was an employee under the opposite 
party lies on the union. The only evidence in support of their caste is the 
interested testimony of the workman himself. As against this interested 
testimony there is the evidence of the opposite party as well as that of 
MWs2 to 4 . The fact that Mwi had wly an extent of 609 cents of 
Kannamkara Purayidom is also proved by Ext. Mi and M2. If really ww1 
was a workman under the opposite party for about 2 years it would not have 
been difficult for the union to prove this fact by other independent evidence 
but no such evidence is forthcoming . In this state of evidence I do not 
think it will be justifiable to find that wwi had been employed by the 
opposite party, solely on the basis of the interested testimony of ww1. I 
therefore find that it has not been proved that Sri Prabhakaran was a 
workman under the opposite party , 


Points 2 & 3 :.- These issues do not arise for decision in the light of the 
finding under point No. 1. 

In the result I pass an award holding that Shri Prabhakaran was not a 
worker under the opposite party and that he is not entitled to the relief 
claimed by the union. No costs in the circumstance of the case.

This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the same 
in the Government Gazette.

Dismissal of Smt. P.K. Lakshmi 

by the 

Gandhi Smarak 
Co-operative Society Ltd., No. 1349, hereinafter referred to as the Society, 
where she was employed as a Paid Secretary is the issue referred for 
adjudication by Government as per G.O. Rt. No. 217|76|LBR dated 17-2-1976 . 

2. There is no Union representing the employee. Smt. Lakshmi in her 
claim statement pleads innocence and states that she was dismissed 
account 

of the ill-will entertained by the members of the new Director 
Bjard election in 1968. According to her there was an election petition 
challenging the election of the members of the new Director Board and 
therefore they could not take charge for about seven months. Finally 
when they took charge they somehow had a mistaken impression that she 
was assisting the persons who filed the election petition . So the new 
Director Board wanted to get rid of her under some pretext or other . She 
was initially employed in 1963 as an Apprentice Clerk . In 1966 the then 
Secretary Shi K. A. Vasudevan was demoted to the post of Manager on 
certain allegations. It was in that circumstance that she was posted as 
the Paid Secretary. She had more work to handle than she could effec 
tively manage. To add to her problems the new director board 

adopted 
a most unhelpful atitude . The relevant records were taken away from 
her possession and she was denied her salary. Finally she was placed under 
suspension on 26-4-1970 and two charge -sheets issued to which she had 
submitted her explanations. Without considering those explanations a Sub 
committee formed to consider the charges found her guilty without any 
enquiry. Ultimately she was dismissed on 13-12-1970 . The dismissal was 
in violation of all principles of natural justáce. She is not guilty of any of 
the charges raised against her . She is therefore liable to be reinstated 
with all benefits . 

3. The management in ils written statement contends that Smt. Lakshmi 
had conmitted grave acts of misconduct involving misappropriation and 
falsification of accounts. The irregularities were detected in an audit and 
Sm . Lakshmi who was asked to explain the position admitted her guilt. 
There was a proper enquiry by a Sub- committe. Even if the enguiry is not 
the decision of the Board to dismiss her is correct 

in 
View of her own admission of the guilt. In the alternative the Society 
offered to prove its case before this Court. In allegation that there was 
victimisation is not true . According to the Society the reliefs prayed for 
are not allowable, 

The employee filed a rejoinder reafirming the averments in the claiz . 
statement. 

5. It was conceded before me by the learned counsel appearing on behalf 
of the society that there was no proper domestic enquiry into the charges 
against the enployee and on the request of the learned counsel the manage 
ment was permitted to adduce evidence afresh on the charges before the 


proper 
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Court Accordingly the management examined wWS 1 to 3 and produced 
and proved Exts. Mi to M60. Smt. Lakshmi limited the oral evidence on her 
side to her own testimony as ww1. The documents proved by her are 
Exts . W1 to W3. MW1 is the present secretary of the society. MW2 was 
the President in 1967-68 and 1968-69. The remaining witness on the side 
of the management is the Peon who was in service continuously from 1963. 

6. Ext. M1 and M3 are the two charge -sheets issued in quick succession 
to Smt. Lakshmi by the society on 28-4-1970 and 9-5-1970 . The explanations 
to Exts , M1 and M3 submitted by the employee are Exts .M2 and M4. The 
employee was placed under suspension as per Ext. M5 soon before Ext.Mi. 
That is on 26-4-1970. A Sub- committee of the Board of Directors was 
constituted to enquire into the charges. Exts.M6 and M7 are respectively 
the report and decision of the Committee . Sit. Lekshmi was given a further 
chance to explain her position before the Committee as per Ext. M8 letter . 
Before the committee she submitted Ext.M9 explanation and also gave an 
oral statement which was recorded by the committee. That oral statement 
is Ext. M10 . 


7. Smt. Lakslimi in her deposition before this Court had repeated the 
averments in the claim statement that the new Director Board members were 
victimising her. But such a stand is not seen taken up by her in Exts. M2, 
M4, M9 and M10. In those statements she had practically admitted the 
irregularities appearing in the accounts and in Ext.M10 she had also craved 
for mercy . She had stated further that she is prepared to reimburse to 
the society whatever loss it had sustained on account of her laches. So 
the present contention that the society acted without bonafides with the 
ulterior motive of victimising her cannot be accepted . 


8. Various items of charges are narrated in Exts . M1, M3 and M6. 
Evidence has also been adduced by the society on those charges. The 
Society was conducting chitties. It had also a ration shop . In addition to 
that it had other activities also. There were separate Managers for each 
Branch . From Ext.M13 bye-laws and the available evidence it is seen 
that the Secretary was the Chief Executive Officer having overall control 
and management of the Society . She is also the custodian of the cash . The 
main charge is that she did not properly maintain the accounts and that 
amounts less than the actual receipt were booked on various dates . One 
instance is regarding the short credit of a chegue under which money was 
drawn from the Bank . Various instances of short credit in the general 
cash book regarding sale of articles in the ration shop is the other charge. 
Yet another charge is the short credit in the matter of receipts regarding 
the chitty transactions. The other allegations are that she attempted to 
cheat the Society by forging her own signature in the security bond executed 
by her in favour of the society . Fabrication of a false voucher is and her 
item of the charge. Negligence in duties and thereby causing loss to the 
society is also alleged as a charge. I shall deal with the above charges one 
by one, 
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9. The Society had a Savings Bank Account with the North Parur Branch 
of Ernakulam District Co -operative Bank . Ext. M18 is 

the Pass -book in 
relation to that account. It can be seen from Ext.M18 that cash amounting 
to Rs. 740 was drawn from this account as per a cheque issued on 6-11-1967 
Tha : such a cheque was drawn for that amount on that day is admitted by 
the employee also . But in Ext.M19 General Day Book the corresponding 
receipt is shown as Rs. 640. The relevant entry in the Day Book is 
Ext. M19 ( a ). It can be seen from Ext. M19 ( a ) that there was an 

attempt 
to tamper with the relevant entry. Smt. Lakshmi in her evidence states that 
the Peon deputed to make the collection as per the relevant cheque handed 
over only Rs. 640 and that she made an entry to that effect and later she 
suo moto realised the defect and then attempted to correct the entry, but 
gave up that attempt on the advice of the President and the Auditors and 
made the remittance of Rs. 100 with 18 % penal interest on 

30-5-1968 
Ext. M20 is the Day Book for that period and Ext.M20 (a ) is the relevant entry 
Her claim that she herself realised the mistake made in the remittance is dis. 
proved by Ext.M19 (b ) entry in Ext.M19 accounts wherein the President is 
seen to have directed her to make the payment. It is also worthwhile to 
note that her explanation that the Peon responsible for the collection made 
short payment is not at all acceptable. The concerned peon is MW3. He 
has given evidence that he had entrusted the sum of Rs. 740 on the same 
day to Smt. Lakshmi. It is pertinent to note that Smt. Lakshmi had a duty 
to detect the short remittances if the peon was responsible for the same, 
She herself had admittedly remitted the money later when the President 
asked her to do so . If as a matter of fact she was innocent and the peon 
was responsible then naturally she should have asked the peon to make the 
remittance at least when the irregularity was detected . So her explanation 
that she is innocent of this particular misconduct cannot be accepted. The 
attempt to tamper with the entries which admittedly was made by 
Smt. Lakshmi adds strength to the society s case that she was not innocent 
as she professes . Suffice it to say that there was a short remittance . The 
money normally must have been with her till it was remitted later. Thus 
there was misappropriation and falsification of accounts. This charge there 
fore is properly proved . 


10. Next I shall deal with the irregularity in the matter of accounting 
of chitty money , Admittedly there is a manager in charge of the chitty 
section . Several chitties were being conducted by the society . Receipts are 
passed on to the subscribers when payments are made. Simultaneously 
entries are made in the Pass-books issued to the subscribers. The receipts 
and the pass books are signed by the secretary . The amounts collected 
under the chitty transaction are first entered in Chitty Cash Book maintained . 
by the Chitty Manager. Exts. M21 to M23 are the chitty cash " books and 
Exts. M24 to M30 are some of the chitty pass-books. Exts. M31 to M36 are 
the books containing counter- foils of chitty receipts passed to the subscribers. 
There are various instances where the collections as per Exts . M21 to 36 do 
not tally with the entries in the Day Books for the respective dates. The 
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General Day Books in continuation of Exts.M19 and M20 are Ext. M40 to 
M44 . I shall cito a few examples of the irregularities . A sum of Rs. 9.22 
received as per the entry in Ext. M26 pass -book and entered in Ext. M21 
Chitty Cash Book at page 227 on 14-10-1967 is not seen entered on Ext. M19 
General Day Book for the day . On 23-3-1968 there is a collection of Rs . 8.98 
at page 15 of Ext.M22 as against which the credit in Ext.M19 is Rs. 8.88. 
The short credit is ten paise . There was a collection on 26-7-1968 acknow 
ledged in Ext.M28 pass-hook entered at pag . 46 of Ext. M22. 

But 
there is no such credit in the corresponding General Day Look Ext. M41. 
The amoun : involved is Rs. 17.48. The difference between the figures in 
Exts . M22 and M41 on 29-8-1963 is paige 20. The difference for the two days 
4-10-1968 and 30-12-1968 between the two accounts i 6 paise and 3 paise 
respectively . There are similar various differences on other dates also . 
It is unnecessary to mention all of them as the aniount involved in each 
transaction is negligible. The total deficiency under this count comes to 
about Rs. 100 . The Management s stand is that manipulat ns were inado 
in the accounts with a view to misappropriate the amount. I cannot agree 
with this argument as in the ordinary course no one will think of under 
going the troune of falsifying the accounts to misappropriate paltry sums 
of a few naya paises. From the available evidence it is seen that there are 
large transactions in the various sections. As the Chief Executive Officer 
the Secretary has to sign various documents. The collections are made in 
the respective Departments and the accounts are also maintained there. Even 
the General Day Book is written only sometimes by the Secretary and at 
other times it is written by another Clerk. Of course the Secretary has signed 
all the accounts. The President also has signed it. The nere fact that the 
Secretary has signed the account does not mean that she effected the transac 
tion . In these state of affairs deliberate attempt of falsifying the accounts 
cannot be attributed to the Secretary. No doubt the Secretary should have 
verified the accounts with the cash every day and detected the difference if 
any. Smt: Jakshmi evidently did not exercise that much of control in the 
matter of her authority as the Secretary. All that can be said from the 
available evidence is that she was inefficient in exercising proper control over 
the overall transactions of the society . So it is not possible to say that 
there was deliberate attempt of falsification and misappropriation in these 
ma ters. All that I can say from the available evidence is that the Secretary 
as far as the transaction regarding the chity is concerned was not exercising 
the proper control that was expected of her as the Secretary. 

11. Exts. M37, M38 and M39 are the books in which receipted by seal of 
ration commodities are entered in the first instance. At page 11 of 
Ext. M38 the total collection is Rs. 169.95 . The corresponding entry in the 
General Day Book Ext. M19, at page 438 is only Rs. 169.65 , the difference 
being 30 paise. The total amount of Rs. 225.04 at page 81 of Ext. M38 
is not as such entered in the corresponding page of Ext. M20 Day Book. 
There is a shortage of Rs. 10. Another shortage is to the tune of Rs. 64.31 
between page 184 of Ext. M37 and the corresponding entry in Ext. M41 at 
page 120. There is also another instance and the relevant accounts are 
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Exts. M39 and M44 . 

The difference between the entries on 11-1-1970 is 
Rs. 31.79 . All that was said of the transaction in relation to the chitty 
transactions applies with equal force to the above irregularities also . 

So 
here again misappropriation and intentional fabrication cannot be attributed . 
Inefficiency is the cause for this irregularity also . - 

12. Ext. M49 is the security bond executed by Smt. Lakshmy in favour 
of the society. Therein she had hypothecated an item of immovable property 
in favour of the society in lieu of the required cash security. There she had 
affixed her signature which is not similar to her other admitted signa ures 
in the various documents available in evidence. Exts . M24 to M30 pass 
books contain large number of her signatures. Ext. M46 to M48 also contain 
her admitted normal signature. The signature in Ext. M49 does not compare 
favourably with the other admitted signatures. Actually there is nothing in 
common . A mere look at the signature in Ext. M49 would make it appear 
that it is the signature of somebody else. The contention of the society is 
that Smti Lakshiny purposely made a deviation in her signature in the docu 
ment with the ulterior motive of disowning her liability under it at 
a future stage. The explanation that a short form of the signature was 
affixed in a valid document like Ext. M49 is far from convincing. The only 
inference that could be drawn is that the deviation effected was intentional, 
The natural presumption is that the intention was to ulilise the difference 
to the advantage of Smt. Lakshmy in case an occasion arises in future. 

13. Ext. M50 voucher under which Smt Lakshmy had received Rs. 5 from 
the society shows that the expenditure was incurred by her for registering some 
document. That is dated 24-7-1967. That is debited as an item of expenditure 
in Ext. M19 at page 21 for the same day . It is admitted by her that there was 
no registration of document on that day. Her explanation is that some 
amount had to spent on that day in some 

other connection at the 
Sub -Registrar Office for which a legitimate voucher could not be prepared 
and therefore a voucher as it appears in Ext. M50 was prepared and the 
amount epent. This explanation is also not convincing enough . The only 
inference that could be drawn is that a false voucher was prepared withou : 
incurring the expense. The money was admittedly received by Smt. Laksliny, 
it is evidently an item of misappropriation. 

14 . Another charge is that Smt. Lakshmy did not take timely step to 
renew a fixed deposit made by the Society in the Co -operative Bank when the 
term expired. Ext. M57 is the explanation dated 9-5-1970 submitted by 
Smt. Lakshmy when Uris defect was pointed out to her. The explanation 
offered was that the fixed deposit receipt was not available with her. Ext. M58 
shows that no timely action was taken for the renewal of the manure licence . 
Ext. M59 communication from the Sales-tax Officer shows that proper returns 
were not submitted. All these happened during the term when Smt. Lakshmy 
was in charge of the Secretary. I have already mentioned that she was not 
carrying out her duties efficiently . These are further instances of her 
inefficiency and cannot be treated as individual items of misconduct for action .

15. There was a parallel criminal proceedings against Smt. Lakshmy 
initiated on Ext. WI first information launched by the society . She was 
acquitted by the learned Magistrate and the judgment is Ext. W2 The 
acqulltal was conformed by the Sessions Curt in revision as per Ext. 13 
judgment. The learned counsel for the employee vehemently argued that 
in view of the acquittal by the Criminal Court it has to be held that 
Smt Lakshmy is innocent. But the prosecution did not cover all the items 
involved here. Even otherwise the standard of proof insisted in a criminal 
prosecution is much more strict than what is required in adjudication like 
this. So Exts. W2 and w3 judgments cannot come to the rescue of the 
employee . 

16. From what has been stated above it follows that sm . P. K. Lukhary 
was not only inefficient but also capable of mischief. She is scen to have 
committed misappropriation and purposely fabricated documents and 
vouchers. Those are misconducts for which serious punishment has to be 
awarded. Co-operative Society requires efficient and honest employees 
for its very existence. That being so nothing short of the punishment of 
dismissal awarded by the society will meet the the ends of justice. 
Smt P. K. Lakshmy is therefore not entitled to any reliefs. In the result 
an award is passed confirming the dismissal of Smt Lakshmy.

The Municipal Commissioner , Trichur, initiated disciplinary proceedings 
against Shri K. J. Dasan , a contingent employee working under him . There 
was a domestic enquiry in which he was found guilty. The sentence awarded 
was bar of two inereruents. In addition it was ordered that the period during 
which Shri Dasan was placed under suspension pending enquiry will also be 
treated as a substantial punishment of suspension. It is the correctness 
of the punishment that is being challenged by the Union in this reference. 

GA. 788 |J . 
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II. The Municipal Commissioner in his written statement raised a pre. 
liminary objection that the reference is not maintainable for the reason that 
the Kerala Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules and not 
the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act are applicable to the workmen 
This objection was tried by me as a preliminary issue and I upheld that 
objection as per my order dated 8-10-1980. I shall here extract that order 
for ready reference: 


"ORDER 


The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G , O. (Rt.) 
No. 2006 |79; L & H dated 18-7-1979 is " punishment of suspension and barring 
of two increments of Sri K. J. Dasan." 


2 . Shri Dasan admittedly is a contingent employee of the Trcihur Muni 
cipality. The Municipal Commissioner representing the employer in his 
written statement has raised an objection regarding the maintainability of 
the reference. That was heard as a preliminary issue. 


3. The objecion is that the employee is governed by the Kerala Service 
Rules and the Kerala Civil Services ( Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Rules and therefore the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act are not 
applicable. The answer of the Union in the rejoinder is that Parts I and II 
of the Kerala Service Rules alone are applicable to Municipal employees like 
Shri Dasan and the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control and Appeal) 
Rules are not applicable to them . It is further stated that the dispute referred 
Is one as defined in the Industrial Disputes Act. 

4. There is no contention for the Municipality that it is not an industry 
and the employee a workman as those terms are defined in the Industrial 
Disputes Act. Because of this circumstance it is argued that the dispute 
is an industrial dispute as defined in the Industrial Disputes Act. Therefore, 
according to the Union , the reference is valid . But the learned counsel for 
the Municipality relying on the various provisions of the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, the Kerala Service Rules, Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control 
and Appeal) Rules and the notifications published thereunder argues that 
the particular workman who is covered by those rules has not exhausted the 
remedies provided thereunder and so his claim that he can have the dispute 
adjudicated in a reference like this is not sustainable . 

5. It is the admitted case that Parts I and II of the Kerala Service Rules 
are applicable to this workman . Those parts have been extended to the 
Municipal employees with effect from 1-12-1962 as per S. R. O. No. 36262 
published in Kerala Gazette No. 47 dated 27-11-1962. Part I of the K. S. R. 
deals wit pay, leave, joining time etc., and Part II to travelling allowances. 
What is not made applicable to the Municipalities from out of the K , S, R. 
is Part II relating to pension . 
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6. Section 91 of the Kerala Municipalities Act empowers the Government 
to constitute a common Municipal Service for the Municipal employees in 
the State. That section gives authority to the Government to make neces . 
sary rules in that behalf including the conditions of service. In exercise 
of that power Government made the Kerala Municipal Common Service Rules 
in S. R. O. No. 32167 published in Kerala Gazette dated 27-10-1967 as 
G. O. MS. 346 |67 |DD dated 26-10-1967 . 


7. In G. O. (MS) 329 |69|DD , dated 24-11-1969 Government extended the 
provisions contained in the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control and 
Appeal ) Rules , 1960 to all employees of the Municipalities regular and con 
tingent. The position was later clarified in G. O. Rt. 381 |71|LAD , dated 14th 
June 1971 wherein it was said that Parts II and III of the Kerala Civil Services 
(Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules will not apply to such employees. 
Parts II and III expressly exempted in that Government order relate only 
to classification and appointing authorities. In other words the main provi 
sions relating to disciplinary proceedings, punishments and appeals in accord 
ance with the above rules are still applicable to Municipal employees as per 
the two Government orders referred above . It is on the basis of these Govern 
ment orders that the learned counsel for the Municipality argues that 
remedies avgilable in the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control and 
Appeal) Rules should have been exhausted instead of adopting to the provi 
sions of the Industrial Disputes Act. 


8. The two Government orders mentioned above indicate clearly that the 
provisions relating to disciplinary proceedings, punishment, appeals and other 
remedies are to be governed by the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , 
Control and Appeal) Rules even in the case of Municipal employees like 
Shri Dasan. This argument in the light of the Government orders has ordi 
narily to be accepted as correct. But the learned counsel for the Union advanced 
yet another argument that the notifications extending the provisions of the 
Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules to the 
Municipal employees have no legal sanctity as according to the learned 
counsel they are not issued in exercise of a valid authority under any of the 
provisions of the Kerala Municipalities Act. He argues further that such 
a power is not given to Government in any of the numerous items enumerated 
under subsection ( 2 ) of section 344 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, wherein 
the Government is er.powered to make rules. But sub section ( 1) of the 
same section gives general power to make rules and subsection (2 ) from 
the very wording indicates that instances given are only illustrating and 
not exhaustive. So the Government had authority to make rus relating to 
disciplinary proceedings and punishment of the employees of the Municipalities. 
Instead of making separate rules for those employees to whom the main 
provisions of the Kerala Service Rules had already been extended as in 
the case of Government Servants , Government extended the provisions of the 
Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules except 
Parts II and M which are not material for our purpose to the Municipal 
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employees. The notification extending the rules is well within the rule making 
powers of the Government and therefore the arguments that the notifications 
are ineffective and that way the rules are inapplicable is not acceptable. It 
therefore necessarily follows that the provisions of the Kerala Civil Services 

(Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules except Parts II and III which are 
not material for our purpose are applicable to the empolyee with whom we 
are now concerned . When the special provisions are applicable the remedies 
provided therein are to be resorted and the provisions of the Industrial Disputes 
Act are therefore not applicable. So the preliminary objection raised by the 
employer has to be upheld and I do so. 

9. In the result it is hereby ordered that the employee has to resort to 
the remedies provided under the Kerala Civil Services (Classification, Control 
and Appeal) Rules and that he is not entitled to seek remedies under the 
Industrial Disputes Act. The preliminary objection is upheld .” 

m In view of the above finding it follows that there is no industrial 
usupte which can be adjudicated under the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. Hence an award is passed holding that there is no industrial 
aispute to be adjudicated upon.

Dismissal of a worker by name Sri M. P. Paulose by the Plantation 
Corporation of Kerala Limited, Kottayam from its Adirappalli Estate is the 
issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 858 ) 
80/LBR dated 13-6-1980 . 

2. The Union representing the workman did not appear even though regi 
stered notice sent by post had been accepted by it. So the Union was set ex 
parte and the Management asked to state and prove its case. The Manage 
ment in its written statement contends that Shri Paulose voluntarily absented 
himself from duty without leave or permission from 27-2-1978 till 7-8-1978 . 
He did not appear and submit satisfactory explanation even though he was 
askıd on 7-8-1978 to show cause why disciplinary action should not be taken 
against him as per the relevant provisions of the Standing Orders applicable. 
It was in these circumstances that the workman was dismissed on 17-8-1978 . 

3. All that is stated in the charter of demands appended to the refe 
rence is that the workman was dismissed without any valid reasons. 

4 . An affidavit is also filed in support of the contentions sworn to by 
th Managing Director of the Plantation Corporation . The reluctance of 
the Union to come forward and prosecute the claim is a sufficient circumsta 
nce to infer that it has no presentable case. The contention supported by 
the affidavit can therefore be accepted to hold that the workman was dismis 
sed on sufficient grounds. In the result an award is passed confirming the 
dismissal of the concerned workman .

THE CODE OF CRIMINAL PROCEDURE 
(AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1980 

(No. 12 of 1980) 
Promulgated by the President in the Thirty -first Year of the 

Republic of India , 
An Ordinance further to amend the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take inmediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement:-(1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment) Ordinance, 1980. 

( 2) It shall comeinto force at once. 

2. Act 2 of 1974 to be amended temporarily . — During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance , the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, (here 
inafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the 
amendments specified in sections 3 to 9. 

3. Amendment of sections 108, 109 and 110. - In sections 108, 109 and 
110 of the principal Act, for the words " a Judicial Magistrate of the first 
class ” , the words “ an Executive Magistrate" shall be substituted .

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4. Amendment of section 196. - In section 196 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in subsection ( 1), in clause (a ), for the words, figures and letters 
" section 153B , section 295A or section 505 ” , the words, figures, letter 
and brackets section 295A or subsection (1 ) of section 505 " shall be 
substituted ; 

(b ) after subsection (1), the following subsection shall be inserted , 
namely : 
" ( 1A ) No Court shall take cognizance of 

(a) any offence punishable under section 153B or subsection (2) . 
or subsection (3 ) of section 505 of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 
1860), or 

(b ) a criminal conspiracy to commit such offence, 
except with the previous sanction of the Central Government or of.. 

the State Governmet or of the District Magistrate." ; 
(c ) in subsection (3 ), for the words, brackets and figure " under sub 
section (!!" , the words, brackets, figures and letter " under subsection (1) 
or subsection (1A ) and the District Magistrate may, before according 
sanction under subsection (1A )" shall be substituted . 

5. Amendmentof sectirn 436. - In section 436 of the principal Act, in 
subsection (!), in the second proviso , after the word and figures 
" section 116 , the words, figures and letter " or section 446A " shall be 
inserted . 

6. Amendment of section 437. - In section 437 of the principal Act, 

(a ), for subsection (1), the following subsection shall be substituted , 
namely : 

“ ( 1) When any person accused of, or suspected of, the commission 
of any non -bailable offence is arrested or detained without warrant by 
an officer -in -charge of a police station appears or is brought before 
a Court other than the High Court or Court of Session , he may be 
released on bail, but 

(i) such person shall not be so released if there appear reasona 
ble grounds for believing that he has been guilty of an offence 
punishabcwith death or imprisonment for life; 

( ii) such person shall not be so released if such offence is a 
cognizable offence and he had been previously convicted of an 
offence punishable with death , imprisonment for life or imprison 
ment for seven years or more, or he had been previously convicted on 
two or more occasions of a non -bailable and cognizable offence : 

Provided that the Court may direct that a person referred to in 
clause (i) or clause (ii) be released on bail if such person is under the 
age of sixiren years or is a woman or is sick or infirm : 

Provided further that the Court may also direct that a person 
refered to in clause (ii ) be released on bail if it is satisfied that it is just 
and proper so to do for any other special reason : 
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Provided also that the more fact that an accused person may be 
required for being identified by witnesses during investigation shall 
not be sufficient ground for refusing to grant bailif he is otherwise 
entitled to be released on bail and gives an undertaking that he shall 
comply with such directions asmay be given by the Court." ; 

(b ) in subsection (2 ), for the words " the accused shall, pending such 
inquiry, be released on bail" , the words, figures and letter the accused 
shall, subject to the provisions of section 446A and pending such inquiry, 
be released on bail" shall be substituted; 

(c) in subsection (4 ), for the word " reasons" , the words " reasons 
or special reasons" shall be substituted . 

7. Amendment of section 446. - In section 446 of the principal Act, in 
subsection (2 ), the following proviso shall be inserted , namely: 

“ Provided that where such penalty is not paid and cannot be 
recovered in the manner aforesaid, the person so bound as surety shall 
be liable , by order of the Court ordering the recovery of the penalty, to 
imprisonment in civil jail for a term which may extend to six months." . 

8. Insertion of new section 446A . - After section 446 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

6446A . Cancellation of bond and bail bond . - Without prejudice to the 
provisions of section 446 , where a bond under this Code is for appearance 
of a person in a case and it is forfeited for breach of a condition 

(a ) the bond executed by such person as well as the bond , if 
any , executed by one or more of his suretics in that case shall stand 
cancelled; and 

(b ) thereafter no such person shall be released only on his own 
bond in that case , if the Police Officer or the Court, as the case may 
be, for appearance befre whom the bond was executed , is satisfied 
that there was no sufficient cause for the failure of the person bound 
by the bond to comply with its condition : 

Provided that subject to any other provision of this Code hemay be 
released in that case upon the execut on of a fresh personal bond for 
such sum ofmoney and bond by one or more of such sureties as the 
Police Officer or the Court, as the case may be, thinks sufficient.” . 

9. Substitution of new section for section 478. - For section 478 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, namely: 

" 478. Power to alter functions allocated to Executive Magistrales in 
certain cases. If the Legislative Assembly of a State by a resolution so 
permits, the State Government may , after consultation with the High 
Court, by notification , direct that references in sections 108, 109, 110 , 
145 and 147 to an ExecutiveMagistrate shall be construed as references 
to a Judicial Magistrate of the first class ." .
